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HYACINTHS 

The  Hyacinth  is  one  of  the  most  useful  and  attrac- 
tive classes  of  early  spring  flowering  bulbs,  very  fra- 
grant. Planted  where  they  will  not  be  disturbed  they 
will  remain  from  year  to  year  for  a long  time,  or  they 
may  be  lifted  after  the  tops  have  died  down  and  stored 
the  same  as  Tulip  Bulbs. 

Outdoor  Culture — The  bulbs  may  be  planted  anytime 
from  October  until  ground  becomes  closed  with  frost. 
They  succeed  in  any  good  well-drained  garden  soil. 
Set  the  bulbs  so  that  the  tops  will  be  3 to  4 inches 
below  the  surface  and  6 to  10  inches  apart.  After 
the  ground  is  frozen  about  3 or  4 incnes,  before  severe 
winter  sets  in,  cover  the  beds  with  straw,  leaves  or  old 
manure  to  protect  them  from  being  raised  out  of 
the  ground  by  repeated  freezing  and  thawing.  After 
danger  of  heavy  frost  is  past  in  the  spring  this  cov- 
ering should  be  removed. 

Plyacinths  in  Glasses — Fine  blooms  may  be  obtained 
by  placing  the  bulb  so  that  the  base  merely  touches  the 
water.  A piece  of  charcoal  put  in  the  water  will  keep 
it  sweet.  The  glasses  should  be  set  in  a cool,  dark 
place  until  they  are  filled  with  roots,  then  they  should 
be  brought  to  the  light.  A temperature  of  60  degrees 
will  produce  the  best  results.

TULIPS 

There  is  no  flower  that  will  give  such  a brilliant 
color  effect  in  the  early  spring  as  the  Tulips.  Where 
■space  will  permit  the  massive  planting  is  very  effec- 
tive. To  those  that  are  limited  for  planting  space 
a more  liberal  planting  of  tulips  may  be  done  when 
you  bear  in  mind  the  fact  that  after  the  tulips  have 
finished  blooming  and  sufficiently  cured  there  is  am- 
ple time  to  proceed  with  your  planting  of  bedding 
plants  and  so  on  where  the  tulips  are  or  have  been. 

We  expect  to  have  a large  display  of  over  one  hun- 
dred varieties  of  the  choicest  offerings  of  the  Hol- 
land growers. 
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Culture — Tulips  do  well  planted  in  any  well-drained 
garden  soil  and  may  be  planted  anytime  during  the 
autumn  before  the  ground  becomes  closed  by  the 
frost.  The  bulbs  should  be  placed  from  5 to  6 inches 
apart  and  from  3 to  5 inches  deep  varying  with  the 
texture  of  the  soil,  except  where  they  are  to  remain 
in  beds  or  among  shrubbery  in  which  case  the  bulbs 
should  be  covered  with  6 inches  of  soil  to  allow  the 
cultivation  of  the  plants  that  may  follow  or  the  shrub- 
bery that  they  may  be  planted  among.  While  the 
Tulip  is  perfectly  hardy  and  requires  no  covering 
during  the  winter  a light  covering  of  old  manure, 
leaves  or  other  matter  will  prove  helpful  in  protect- 
ing them  from  being  lifted  out  of  the  ground.  This 
should  be  removed  after  danger  of  heavy  frost  is  past. 

Tulips  may  be  planted  singly  in  four-inch  pots  or 
five  or  six  in  six-inch  pots  or  in  double  or  triple  rows 
in  window  boxes.  They  need  little  care  after  planting 
other  than  to  be  set  in  a cool,  dark  cellar  and  watered 
occasionally.  When  an  inch  or  two  above  the  ground 
they  may  be  brought  to  the  light  of  a cool  window. 
Plenty  of  time  and  little  heat  mean  success,  while  haste 
and  too  much  heat  will  prove  disastrous  in  forcing 
Tulips. 

Tulips  may  be  left  in  the  ground  from  year  to 
year  but  the  better  plan  is  to  lift  the  bulbs  after  the 
foliage  has  become  half  dried,  allow  them  to  dry  off 
a few  hours  then  move  to  a dry  place  away  from  the 
hot  sun  and  let  them  remain  until  the  tops  are  well 
cured  after  which  the  tops  may  be  removed  an  inch 
or  so  above  the  bulbs  and  then  stored  away  in  a 
cool,  dry  place  in  flats  or  shallow  boxes  not  too  many 
bulbs  in  a box  and  leave  open  spaces  between  to 
allow  free  passage  of  air.  Treated  this  way  your 
bulbs  will  improve  to  a certain  extent  where  if  they 
were  left  in  the  ground  they  would  deteriate.

HOW  TO  PLANT — Peonies  like  a well  drained  soil 
with  plenty  of  sunlight  away  from  trees  and  heavy 
shrubbery.  The  most  important  thing  is  to  not  plant 
too  deep.  Many  people  get  few  flowers  on  their 
Peonies,  due,  as  a rule,  to  the  fact  that  th^y  were 
planted  too  deep.  They  should  not  be  planted  more 
than  2 inches  deep;  that  is,  cover  the  young  sprouts  or 
eyes  with  two  inches  of  soil.  See  that  the  ground  is 
well  worked  to  a good  depth.  Do  not  put  any  manure 
next  to  the  roots.  Cow  manure,  sheep  manure  or  Bone 
Meal  may  be  worked  into  the  ground  at  time  of  plant- 
ing. A good  double  handful  of  Bone  Meal,  twice  that 
amount  of  sheep  manure  and  a liberal  amount  of  cow 
manure  may  be  used.  See  that  the  root  is  not  placed 
in  close  contact  with  the  manure.  A better  plan  is  to 
work  the  fertilizer  around  the  plant  after  planting  has 
been  done.  In  the  spring  a liberal  sprinkling  of  Bone 
Beal  will  be  effective.  A light  covering  of  leaves  or 
straw  is  desirable  the  first  year  after  the  ground  has 
been  frozen.  After  this  no  covering  is  needed.

ROSES 

CULTIVATION  OF  THE  ROSE 

LOCATION — This  is  very  important.  The  rose 
garden  must  not  be  situated  under  the  branches  of 
trees  and  should  be  placed  well  away  from  all  tree 
and  shrubbery  growth,  as  the  roots  of  these  usually 
extend  much  further  than  their  branches. 

If  possible  select  an  open  situation  where  the  plants 
will  get  plenty  of  air  and  sunshine  but  sheltered,  if 
possible,  from  high  winds.  Do  not  plant  close  to  the 
foundation  wall  of  a building.  In  such  location  the 
ground  does  not  get  the  benefit  of  an  average  rain, 
and  as  summer  advances  the  heat  the^'e  will  be  too 
great. 

SOIL — A clay  loam  is  ideal  soil  for  roses.  Any  good 
garden  soil  which  will  produce  good  vegetables  will, 
with  proper  fertilization,  yield  very  fine  roses.  A too 
heavy  soil  may  be  improved  by  working  in  a little 
coarse  sand  and  vice  versa.  Rotted  sods,  with  which 
manure  has  been  liberally  mixed,  together  with  bone 
and  lime,  usually  make  an  ideal  soil  combination,  but 
this  is  not  absolutely  necessary. 

FERTILIZERS — There  is  nothing  that  will  take  the 
place  of  cow  manure.  This  may  be  used  most  liberally, 
as  fresh  as  you  can  obtain  it,  with  perfect  safety.  Shred- 
ded cow  manure  is  most  excellent  and  is  very  easily 
handled  if  the  manure  from  the  cow  barn  cannot  be  got- 
ten. 

Perhaps  the  most  ideal  plan  would  be  to  work  into 
your  soil  Vigoro  as  per  instructions  in  circular  found 
in  each  package  in  addition  to  a liberal  application  of 
cow  manure.  After  the  planting  is  comlete  a mulch 
of  a couple  of  inches  or  so  of  cow  manure  will  prove 
most  excellent.

PRUNING  ON  PLANTING— In  the  fall  just  before 
shipping  the  bush  rose  plants  we  cut  them  back  to 
about  one  foot  in  height,  therefore  no  further  pruning 
until  early  spring  will  be  necessary.  Climbing  roses 
are  cut  back  to  about  two  feet. 

SPRING  PRUNING— In  March,  or  after  all  snow 
is  melted  and  before  growth  begins,  the  canes  should 
be  pruned  back  severely,  even  if  the  wood  is  alive  to 
the  ends,  which  is  not  likely.  The  general  rule  is  to 
cut  the  weakest  canes,  the  shortest,  and  where  these 
are  numerous  some  of  the  smallest  ones  may,  to  ad- 
vantage, be  cut  out  entirely.  The  severer  the  pruning 
the  larger  the  flowers  to  follow,  A moderate  pruning 
will  yield  more  flowers  of  less  size.  The  stoutest 
canes  should  be  cut  back  to  not  more  than  six  inches 
and  the  weaker  ones  to  not  more  than  three  inches. 

SPRING  PRUNING  ON  OLD  PLANTS— The  wood 
of  the  previous  season’s  growth  may  be  treated  as 
advised  above.  This  wood  is  smoother  and  greater 
than  older  wood.  The  wood  that  is  dead  or  very  old 
should  be  cut  away  entirely. 

The  Hybrid  Perpetuals  need  not  be  pruned  quite  so 
severely  as  the  Hybrid  Teas. 

After  the  climbing  roses  become  established  they 
need  but  little  cutting  back.  The  old,  rough  canes 
should  be  removed  to  the  ground  or  back  to  where 
the  strong  young  growth  has  started.  This  should 
be  done  on  old  plants  immediately  after  blooming  sea- 
son is  over. 

WINTER  PROTECTION— After  winter  has  set  in 
and  ground  has  become  frozen,  a mulch  of  about  two 
inches  of  cow  manure  and  a heavy  mulch  of  leaves, 
straw  or  other  liter  covering  about  three-fourths  of 
the  plant  will  be  sufficient  to  carry  your  roses  through 
a most  severe  winter,  care  should  be  taken  to  remove 
this  mulch  of  leaves,  straw  or  litter  after  the  severest 
part  of  the  winter  is  over  before  the  plants  begin  to 
start  a growth. 

PLANTING  ROSES  IN  THE  FALL 

The  Rose-loving  world  is  beginning  to  find  out  that 
Roses  can  be  planted  in  the  Fall  as  well  as  the  Spring 
with  most  excellent  results,  and  in  many  cases  far 
greater  results  are  obtained  from  Fall  planting  than 
Spring. 

The  proper  thing  to  do  is  to  plant  when  the  time 
with  you  is  opportune.  As  a rule  planting  time  begins 
around  the  first  part  of  November  and  continues  as 
long  as  ground  can  be  worked, 

PREPARATION  OF  THE  BED 

Where  the  best  results  are  desired  the  beds  should 
be  trenched  to  a depth  of  15  to  18  inches.  This  soil 
should  be  well  mixed  with  rotted  animal  manure,  us- 
ing about  one  part  of  manure  to  three  parts  of  soil. 
When  this  mixture  is  returned  to  the  bed  it  should 
be  trodden  down  until  desired  grade  is  reached,  or,  if 
bed  is  prepared  well  in  advance  of  planting,  left  for 
heavy  rains  to  settle.  Drainage  will  be  nec- 
essary where  the  water  does  not  quickly  disappear. 
This  may  be  eifected  by  removing  another  section  of 
soil,  about  8 inches,  and  filling  in  with  stones,  broken 
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bricks,  course  cinders  or  other  similar  substances,  the 
smaller  pieces  on  top,  and  the  whole  given  a coating 
of  gravel  or  ashes  to  prevent  the  soil  washing  through. 

DISTANCE  APART 

Hybrid  Perpetual  should  be  planted  about  2 to  3 
feet  apart,  the  distance  being  governed  by  the  space 
at  one’s  disposal,  the  varieties  planted  and  the  length 
of  time  the  planting  will  probably  remain  undisturbed. 
Hybrid  Teas  require  about  15  o 24  inches.
